3. Whatever other names I have at any other 
times taken upon myſelf, I here own, That my 


real name is Nicolas Mooney. My father, Jobn 


Mooney, who kept a large dairy-farm, and was be- 
ſides a maſter-gardener, liv'd in good credit at 
Regar, near Refarman, within two miles of Dub- 


lin, in the kingdom of Ireland, where I was born 


July 10, 1721. My father was of the Roman 
Catholick profeſſion ; and in the principles of that

I knew nothing 
of Experimental religion, nor conſider d, that Chri-

I livd at home with my father, ll 1 Was 
about fifteen years of age: in the mean time I was

neven, one mile from Dublin.” While I was here,

pieces of cannon in order to cut us off. Upon this 
we were obliged to retire on the other ſide of the 
river Scheld, and being deer a party from 


the camp at Berlingham, we got ſafe back thither. 
The lying in camp did not well agree with me, 
and I had thereby contracted a ſlight illneſs; fo 


after I had continued here in his Majeſty's ſervice 
about half a year, I refolv'd upon a ſtratagem to 

get myſelf diſcharged, which was pretending deaf- 
e, and it ſucceeded according to my with : I 


Wias diſcharged as unfit for the fervice, received the 


king's bounty money, which was 215. and a paſs 


72 to return to England, —Oh! the wickedneſs of my 


heart, that T ſhould dare even to bely my Gon, 
in order to deceive man and compaſs my own de- 
figns. Being thus diſcharg d, I went to Holland 


and bought tea, and began to follow the unlawful 
practice of ſmuggling, hereby defrauding the king 


of his duty, and injuring the fair trader. Having 
made my purchaſe, I embark'd for England; but 


when I came afhore, my tea was ſeiz'd, tho' not 


by an authoriz'd officer, which however I bought 
again, and with it went to London, where I ſold it. 


T1. After ſome time I took to work again, and 
. wro'tat Mr. Nelſon's, a fugar-baker near Thames- 


ſtreet, London. I had been here but a ſhort time 


before I was diſcharg d on ſufpicion that I was car- 
rying on a criminal intreague with a ſervant maid 

in the family; but I ſoon after got a Place at Mr. 
Shoemaker 's, a ſugar- baker in Lemon- ſtreet, where 
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T continued ſome time. From 1 I went 8 


Mr. Cooper”: s in Old-fiſh-ftreet, where I made 
love to my maſter's ſiſter, Which coming to his 
ear, he diſcharged me from his ſervice, before I 
had been there quite a year. My mind was then 
bent upon roving again, and I went and inliſted, 


into Capt. Cunningham's company, in the Train 


of Artillery, at Greenwich, by the name of Nich. 


Moon. From thence I went 2 Scotland, this be- 


ing at the time the Rebellion broke out there, in 
order to fight for my king againſt his enemies; 
tho' afterwards I join'd the Rebel party, which I 
at firſt went out to. oppoſe, The occaſion was this: 
A waggon that carried the luggage breaking down 
near Hexham in Northumberland, I ſtole from, 
thence a little bundle of the officer's linnen, which 
was tied up in a handkerchief. Being diſcover d, 

I was ſecur'd and a guard put over me; but find- 
ing means to make my eſcape, and knowing no 
place of ſafety for me, I was caſily induced to join 
the Rebels at Carliſle, taking upon me the name 
of John Jones: ſor before this 1 (and not only I) 
had an inclination to go over to the E 
having heard there was preferment to be had under 
him. How eaſily does a raſh head, an ambi- 


: tious defire, ,and a corrupt conſcience, ſpurred on 
by ill counſel, make a Rebel The Rebels hav- 


ing made themſelves maſters of Carliſle, left J. 
Hamilton (afterwards executed for his treaſon) 
governour there, with about 300 Rebels. I took 
horſe, and leavin "Carliſle, went with about 39; 
Rebels more, to Penrith, where we thought to 
have quarter d; and in order to ſtrike a terror in- 
to the people, and force them to admit us, «we. 


_ pretended we had i oo more of our party at hand, 


and went to draw billets for them. This fetch 
however had no effect upon the townſmen, for 
not believing u us, they attempted to apprehend us, 
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whereupan we fled with a guide to Lord Lonſ- 
dale's of Lowther-hall, which was about four miles 


off. We had not been here much above two hours 
before Lord Lonſdale's ſervant raiſed the inhabi- 
tants of Penrith upon us, who came and ſurround- 
ed the houfe, Here I was ap pointed commander 
over a guard of ten men, under Charly Boyd, ſo 


called, ſon to the unfortunate Earl of . 


I turned out the guard, who were received by the 


Penrith men with a ſmart fire. Some. of Hem : 
were killed, and I myſelf was wounded in the face 

with ſmall ſhot, the marks whereof are ſtill vi- 
ible. Oh! the the riches of the goodneſs of Gop, 


who did not ſuffer me to fall > in rebellion 


againſt my King, and conſequently againſt my 


Gon, ſeeing the powers that be are ordained of Gop. 


12. Having made my eſcape over a wall, I ſet 
out for Leek in Staffordſhire, where the Pretender 


then was. I was taken up ſeveral times in my 


way by the King's men, but upon examination I 
always denied my being of the rebel- party, and 
pretended that they had wounded me, and taken 
my horſe from me, and that I was going after it. 


In my way to Leek, I received a letter from ]. Ha- 


milton, for Mr. Murray the Pretender's ſecretary, 
| which I buried under ſome dirt, leſt the loyal par- 
ty ſhould take me, and ſuch a letter being found 


about me ſhould endanger my life, more eſpecial- 


ly if it ſhould be known that I had deſerted the 
King's army. 
13. Ambition had bee me, and the ex- 


pectation of great preferment under the Pretender 
made me willing to venture upon any enterprize, 


though ever fo deſperate. Oh! what certain de- 


ſtruction awaits that man that aims at the gentle- 


man without his fortune! Here was agother mo- 
tive that puſhed me on to my ruin. Let every one 
185 adviſed never to affect either dreſs or company 
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| above his ſtation, but to be content to be thought 


what he really is: For much better it is to be of an 
humble ſpirit, than to divide the ſpoil with the proud. 
When I came to the Pretender at Leek, inſtead 
of being preferred, as I had no letters of recom- 


mendation, I was ſecured as a ſpy, for Iwas known 
by ſome of them there to have been in the Engliſh 
army. From Leek I was taken with the rebels 


to Darby, where a council of war was held, and 


it was reſolved to retire to Lord Lonſdale's. Here 
we had another ſkirmiſh, and took the Duke of 


Cumberland's running footman priſoner. From 


thence we went to Carliſle, I being ſtill a priſo-. 
ner, where I was releaſed at the inftan 

milton, and was received into favour; and the Pre- 
| fender ordered me ten guineas. All this while I 


ce of Ha- 


paſſed for a Vorkſhire man. 


14. The Pretender was now ready to march for 
Scotland; and I being aſked whether I would con- 
tinue with my countrymen at-Carlifle, or go with 
him? I, believing the garriſon not ſufficient to keep 
the place, choſe the latter; ſaying, There was more 


likelihoad of preferment in being with him than at 


Carlifle. Accordingly I went to Dumfries, and, 


in my way, took a horſe out of a field to.ride-on ; 


for nothing eſcaped qur rapacious hands that we 
had a mind for. From thence we bent our courfe 
towards Hamilton. I then went in company with _ 
Capt. Maclaughlan and Mr. Saunders, and plun-+ 
der d a houſe: Among other things, we carried 
from thence a white horſe and ſome fire- arms, and 
marched on to Glaſgow, Here I entered into Lord 
Balmerino's troop of life-guards, and bought my- 
{elf a uniform. From Glaſgow we marched to 
Aberdeen, where I went to a clergyman's houſe, 
on the other ſide of the water, he being deem d 
a diſaffected perſon, and took a horſe from him, 
and afterwards went to Bamff, where J took a ſer- 
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vant ts wait on me, and mounted him on the cler- 


s horſe, and proceeded for Inverneſs. When 
came there, Lord Balmerino put me priſoner, for 


having ſtaid behind my party. Being releaſed, I 
went into Col. J. Roy-Stuart's regiment, where I 
ſerved as a cadet. Honour and preferment was the 
ſutn' of all my wiſhes, and this J purſued by all 
means right or wrong. At length I obtained what 
Lſotearneſtly ſought after; for having enliſted ſome 


Men for the Frame s ſervi ice, I was appointed 
captain over them. - I might obſerve here, that we 


had no commiſſion for our offices, but held them 


only by bare nomination and appointment, and that 


a captain's pay was no more than 2 5.64. PE” Dy. 
Poor pay for ſuch bad work! | 


| 25. Being thus preferred, I went with Major 


Glaſgow to Keith, having about a hundred men 


er our command, to defeat the Campbell's 
elan and the Duke of Kingſton 8 light horſe. The 
guard - houſe here was the church. It was about 12 
o'clock at night when we arrived, the moon ſhin- 


ing very bright. We advanced and ſurprized the 
guards, who prepared for defence, but we over- 
powered em after a ſhort ſkirmiſh. One diſho- 
nourable action (but who can expect honour in a 
rebel I) as well as inſtance of cruelty in me, I will 
not omit: Having fired at one man and miſſed him, 
he held up his hand for quarter, but I ſhould hever- 
thelefs have taken his head from his body, had not 
an officer prevented me, and interceeded with me 
to give him quarter. Here were ſome killed and | 


wounded' on both ſides; all the reſt we took 
ſoners: Then taking one of the Duke of King 


ſton's horſes out of the ſtable, I fode thereon, and 
conducted the priſoners to our general rendezvous 
at Spey- ſide, where we had mae nn N. f * 
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16. Being purſued by the Engliſh army, we were 
liged to leave Spey-ſide, and fled to Inverneſs, 
near which place, on the 16th of April, 1746. hap- 

pened the decifive battle at Culloden-moor; a battle 


ot reſtored peace and tranquillity to the nati 


the entire and happy defeat of the Pretender's 
Forces: I ſay, a happy defeat; for had that aſpiring 
Adventurer ſacceeded-in- his bold attempt, what 
mult have been the Conſequence but gibbets, fires; 
racks and tortures, for every loyal ſubject and true 
proteſtant that would not forſake their King, their 
Religion and Liberty, or their Country.
